Haggin and Dickson, 
who found that the knife had passed be- 
tween the fifth and sixth ribs and througii 
the pericardium of the heart, inflicting an 
injury which will probably prove fatal. 

Alter stabbing Kimmel, Nelson made his 
escape from the hoii;-o. and about midnight, 
while passing down '^'ales street, evidently 
v.ilh the object of li;aving town, he was 
■■rresled by ollicer .Miliioliarnp, who con- 
ducted l:im 10 jail. Yesterday morning a 
partial examiiialion was bad before .lodge 
I'oinbi'iloii, and hrwas cominitied lo await 
the result of the wounded man's injuries.
